This is not', however, 
infallible; for a hog, when discovered to have • 
the cholera, may be shot, well bled bytliekuife, 
and the hair removed, all as in the usual way. 
If, however, the hog had actually had the chole- 
ra, before killing, the meat would be shrunk 
and flabby.
